SLAIN IN AMBUSH 


Natives of Samoa Attack a 
Party of American and — 
British Marines. 


Three of the Latter Killed---The 
Americans Lose Four Dead 
and Five Wounded. 


So Great Is the Fury of Mataafa’s 
Warriors That the Dead Sail- 
ors Are Beheaded. 


Arrest by the British of a German Said 
~ to Be Responsible for 
the Affair. 


Opinion in Washington Is That There 
Is No Oceasion for Public Excite- 
ment—May Delay Settlement. 


Auckland, N. Z., April 13.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Apia, Samoa, April 1, say 
that a party of 105 American and British 
sailors were forced to retreat to the beach, 
after having been caught in an ambush on 
a German plantation that date. The ex- 
pedition was led by Lieut. A. H. Freeman, 
of the British third-class cruiser Tauranga. 
Lieut. Freeman and Lieut. P. B. Lansdale, 
of the United States cruiser Philadelphia, 
were left dead on the field. Ensign Mona- 
ghan remained to assist Lieut. Lansdale 
and was shot in retiring. 

Two British and two American sailors 
were also killed. p 

. Heads Cut Off. 

The natives engaged were some of 
Mataafa’s warriors. They severed the 
heads of the British and American officers 
killed. Priests of the French mission aft- 
erwards brought the heads into Apia. The 
manager of the German plantation has 
been arrested and detained on board the 

i Tauranga, on affidavits declaring that he 
was seen urging the rebels to fight. 

In a previous engagement 27 of Mataafa’s 
warriors were killed and there were no 
casualties among the European forces. 

It is estimated that about 800 warriors at- 
tacked the Anglo-American party from 
ambush. 

Mataafa Given Last Chance, 

Auckland, N. Z., April 13.—Further ad- 
vices from Apia, Samoa, say that on the 
arrival of the British cruiser Tauranga at 
Apia the British and American consuls is- 
sued a proclamation to give Mataafa a last 
chance and that the French priests also 
used their influence, but all efforts failed 
and the rebels continued their depreda- 
tions. Property was destroyed and bridges 
and roads were barricaded. On March 29 
the enemy was sighted at Maguigi and ma- 
chine guns and a seven-pounder were used.. 
The friendlies also attacked the enemy dur- 
ing the latter’s retreat and several rebels 
were killed or wounded. The friendlies car- 
ried one head through Apia, which made 
Capt. Stuart so furious that he went to the 
king and threatened to shoot any man 
found taking heads. The king then issued 
a proclamation forbidding the practice. ` 

The. German consul -wrote to Admiral 
Kautz asking if two great Christian na- 
tions approved of this inhuman and bar- 
barous practice against the laws of Chris- 
tianity and the decree of the supreme court. 
The admiral replied, agreeing with the con- 
sul as to the inhumanity of the practice, 
and pointed out that had the German con- 
sul upheld the decree.of the supreme court 
of January, there would have been no blood- 
shed; that the custom.was an old Samoan 
one, but first made known to the world ten 
years ago, when the heads of honest Ger- 
man soldiers were cut off by the bar- 
barous chief Mataafa, whom the repre- 
sentative of the great Christian nation, 
Germany, is now supporting. 

Expeditions in armed cutters belonging 
to the Tauranga and Porpoise are doing 
considerable execution against Mataafa’sy 
strongholds along the coast. The Britisn 
forces are being assisted by 100 Samoans. 


About 46 of Mataafa’s boats and several j 


villages have been destroyed. In the mean- 
time, flying columns are being sent daily 
along the roads and through the bush near 
Apia. 

The Ambush. 

On April 1a force of 214 British and Amer- 
icans and 150 friendlies were surprised in 
ambush at the German plantation of Vas- 
lelo. The rebel force opened fire on the 
rear, left flank and front of the Anglo- 
American force. The friendlies bolted, but 
the marines and bluejackets stood their 
ground splendidly, Americans and British 
firing shoulder to shoulder. 

-The Colt automatic gun with the land- 
fing party became jammed, and the Amer- 
fcans and British were practically at the 
mercy of the rebels, But “retreat” was 
sounded three times before the marines 
and bluejackets retired. 

Lieut. Angel H. Freeman, first lieutenant 
of the Tauranga, who was in command 
of the allied forces, was shot through the 
heart. 

Lieut. Phillip Van Horn Lansdale, of the 
United States cruiser Philadelphia, had his 
leg shattered while endeavoring to fix the 
jammed gun. 


5 Extraordinary Escape.

FEELING IN “WASHINGTON. 


Officials Say Situation Will Yield to 
Sensible Treatment. 
Washington, April 13.—The acute situa- 
tion in Samoa gave rise to grave apprehen- ! 
sion among officials during the early day in 
Washington, but the conclusion was 
reached as the department closed that the 
situation is one that will yield to sensible 
and cool treatment if all the parties to 
the Berlin treaty are sincere in an effort to 
prevent further troubie. As put by a cab- 
inet officer, the killing of the sailors has 
not materially changed the general prob- 
lem, though it has undoubtedly added tc 
the difficulty of dealing with the specific 
Situation. The only official news received 
touching the last incident was contained in 
Admiral Kautz’ cablegram. The secretary 
said that no additional instructions were 
to be sent by him to the admiral. The sec- 
retary of state, however, has been told that 
he is at liberty to forward any instruc- | 
tion to the admiral that he may deem nec- | 
essary, but that if he concludes: to do so. 
he must act immediately, as the mail 
steamer leaves the nearest cable point for | 

Apia to-day. 
No Occasion for Excitement. 


Members of the cabinet in discussing the 
event said they saw no occasion for public 
The United States would pro- 
tect her rights, but until all the facts were 
known it was certain that no aggressive | 
steps would be taken. It was further stated ` 
that on the face of the records the German 
government was not unfriendly to the. 
United States during our war with Spain, | 
and, although certain German officials may 
have shown a pronounced sympathy with 
the Spaniards, nothing had occurred that 
could officially be a subject of complaint 
that had not been promptly disavowed. 
Under these circumstances, it is pointed 


out, the United States will not be disposed 


to assume in advance of the receipt of 
full information that the German govern- 
ment is solely responsible for the present 
disturbed state of affairs at Apia. Mem: 
bers of the cabinet were not inclined tc 
regard seriously the intimation of some oi 
the German papers that the United Staites 
should be required to disavow the acts of 
Admiral Kautz. 

The action of Great Britain in ordering 
two more warships to Samoa attracted con- 
siderable attention here, and it was stated 
that if the British ships are so reenforced 
Germany would take similar steps, and 
augment her naval representation in those 
waters, to meet any possible contingencies, 
So far, however, no action looking to re- 
enforcing the United States naval forces | 
there has been taken. Secretary Long was 
informed of Great Britain’s action, but 
said it was his belief that there was ade- 
quate representation of the United States 
now, and that. no more vessels would be 
despatched to Samoa unless further im- | 
portant developments occur. The Phila- | 
delphia, with the two British ships, were | 
fully able to cope with the Situation, in the 
present light of events. Admiral Kautz 
has not requested any reenforcement, :

The view is held in German circles that 
much of the delay in settling the Samoan 
troubles, as well as the grave aspeet the 
matter has assumed, is due to a desire on 
the part of Great Britain to bring about an 
alliance with the United States. 


Mest Dangerous Feature. 


The arrest and detention by the British 
naval officials of a German subject is one 
of the most dangerous features of the con- 
troversy. It is said that the consuls of 
the three powers stationed at Apia claim 
extra-territorial jurisdiction, involving the 
right to try the subjects of their respective 
countries for any offenses alleged to have 
been committed. Under this practice the 
German consul, Rose, may demand the sur- 
render of the German subject. If the man 
is guilty, it is considered improbable that 
the British will yield unless upon some ade- 
quate guarantee that he is to be sufficiently 
punished. It is not believed likely that Rose 
will make such promise. It is believed that 
Admiral Kautz, with the cooperation of 
the British, will continue his efforts to bring 
the rebellious natives to terms. Thisis not 
likely to be an easy task, in view of the 
small force at his command, but it is pos- 
sible the British government may accept 
the proposition of the authorities of New 
Zealand to send a regiment of soldiers to 
Apia. No protest thus far has been lodged 
at the state départment against Admiral 
Kautz. 

Ordered to Samoa. 

Sydney, N. S. W., April.13.—The British 
cruiser Wallaroo and the British gunboat 
Goldfinch have been ordered to proceed to 
Samoa.

Arrest by the British of a German Said 
-= to Be Responsible for 
the Affair. 


Opinion in Washington Is That There 


Is No Oceasion for Publie Excite- 
ment—NMay Delay Settlement. 


Auckland, N. Z., April 13.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Apia, Samoa, April 1, say 
that a party of 105 American and British 
sailors were forced to retreat to the beach, 
after having been caught in an ambush on 
a German plantation that date. The ex- 
pedition was led by Lieut. A. H. Freeman, 
of the British third-class cruiser Tauranga. 
Lieut. Freeman and Lieut. P. B. Lansdale, 
of the United States cruiser Philadelphia, 
were left dead on the field. Ensign Mona- 
ghan remained to assist Lieut. Lansdale 
and was shot in retiring. 

Two British and two American sailors 
were also killed. 

. Heads Cut Off. 

The natives engaged were some of 
Mataafa’s warriors. They severed the 
heads of the British and American officers 
killed. Priests of the French mission aft- 
erwards brought the heads into Apia. The 
manager of the German plantation has 
been arrested and detained on board the 
Tauranga, on affidavits declaring that he 
was seen urging the rebels to fight. : 

In a previous engagement 27 of Mataafa’s 
warriors were killed and there were no 
casualties among the European forces. 

It is estimated that about 800 warriors at- 
tacked the Anglo-American party from 
ambush. 

Mataafa Given Last Chance, 


Auckland, N. Z., April 13.—Further ad- 
vices from Apia, Samoa, say that on the 
arrival of the British cruiser Tauranga at 
Apia the British and American consuls is- 
sued a proclamation to give Mataafa a last 
chance and that the French priests also 
used their influence, but all efforts failed 
and the rebels continued their depreda- 
tions. Property was destroyed and bridges 
and roads were barricaded. On March 29 
the enemy was sighted at Maguigi and ma- 
chine guns and a seven-pounder were used.. 
The friendlies also attacked the enemy dur- 
ing the latter’s retreat and several rebels 
were killed or wounded. The friendlies car- 
ried one head through Apia, which made 
Capt. Stuart so furious that he went to the 
king and threatened to shoot any man 
found taking heads. The king then issued 
a proclamation forbidding the practice. ` 

The. German consul -wrote to Admiral 
Kautz asking if two great Christian na- 
tions approved of this inhuman and bar- 
barous practice against the laws of Chris- 
tianity and the decree of the supreme court. 
The admiral replied, agreeing with the con- 
sul as to the inhumanity of the practice, 
and pointed out that had the German con- 
sul upheld the decree,of the supreme court 
of January, there would have been no blood- 
shed; that the custom.was an old Samoan 
one, but first made known to the world ten 
years ago, when the heads of honest Ger- 
man soldiers were cut off by the bar- 
barous chief Mataafa, whom the repre- 
sentative of the great Christian nation, 
Germany, is now supporting. 

Expeditions in armed cutters belonging 
to the Tauranga and Porpoise are doing 
considerable execution against Mataafa’sy 
strongholds along the coast. The Britisn 
forces are being assisted by 100 Samoans.

About 46 of Mataafa’s boats and several j 


villages have been destroyed. In the mean- 
time, flying columns are being sent daily 
along the roads and through the bush near 
Apia. 

The Ambush. 

On Aprilla force of 214 British and Amer- 
icans and 150 friendlies were surprised in 
ambush at the German plantation of Vas- 
lelo. The rebel force opened fire on the 
rear, left flank and front of the Anglo- 
American force. The friendlies bolted, but 
the marines and bluejackets stood their 
ground splendidly, Americans and British 


| firing shoulder to shoulder.

The Colt automatic gun with the land- 
{ng party became jammed, and the Amer- 
icans and British were practically at the 
mercy of the rebels. But “retreat” was 
sounded three times before the marines 
and bluejackets retired. 

Lieut. Angel H. Freeman, first lieutenant 
of the Tauranga, who was in command 
of the allied forces, was shot through the 
heart. 

Lieut. Phillip Van Horn Lansdale, of the 


leg shattered while endeavoring to fix the 
jammed gun. 


5 Extraordinary Escape. 


Seaman Hunt, of the British cruiser Por- 
poise, had an extraordinary escape. He 
remained with Lieut. Lansdale until 
clubbed over the head and knocked sense- 
less. The bluejacket revived as the na- 
tives were cutting off his right ear and 
were turning him over in order to cut off 
his left ear. At this juncture a shell from 
the British cruiser Royalist burst on the 
battlefield, scaring the rebels, and Hunt 
succeeded in escaping to the beach, -al- 
though severely stabbed in one foot. 

The same night the friendlies found the 
bodies of all the officers, headless. The 
bodies were buried with all honors at Muli- 
nuu on Easter Sunday. Their heads were 
subsequently brought in by some French 
priests, and the graves were reopened and 
the heads buried with the bodies. 

Lieuts. Freeman and Lansdale were capa- 
ble and popular officers. The former was 
single and the latter was married in June. 


To Summon Another Warship. 


It is now proposed. to summon another 
warship, to distribute more arms among 
the friendlies, and to import additional 
friendlies from Tutulea. Itis also suggest- 
ed that troops might be obtained from New 
Zealand or Sydney, New South Wales. 

If a sufficient quantity of arms could be 
obtained, about 2,000 friendlies could be 
used against the Mataafans. But, they are 
not brave, and have not shown fighting 
qualities, excepting those with Gaunt’s 
brigade, and that force may not accom- 
plish much. ` 

Admiral Kautz, Capt. E. White, of the 
Philadelphia, and the Americans and offi- 
cers generally have earned golden opin- 
ions, as have Capts. Stuart and Sturdee, of 
the British navy. They are doing every- 
thing possible, and everyone recognizes 
that better men could not be handling the 
situation. : 

The Samoans say Mataafa, on three oc- 
casions, had resolved to surrender, but the 
German consul, Herr Rose, advised him 
not to do so, and he now says he will never 
give in, but will fight to the death.

FEELING IN WASHINGTON, 


Officials Say Situation Will Yield to 
Sensible Treatment. 
Washington, April 13.—The acute situa- 
tion in Samoa gave rise to grave apprehen- 
sion among officials during the early day in 
Washington, but the conclusion 
reached as the department closed that the 
situation is one that will yield to sensible 
and cool treatment if all the parties to 
the Berlin treaty are sincere in an effort to 
prevent further trouble. As put by a cab- 


inet officer, the killing of the sailors has } 


not materially changed the general prob- 
lem, though it has undoubtedly added tc 
the difficulty of dealing with the specific 
situation. The only official news received 
touching the last incident was contained in 
Admiral Kautz’ cablegram. The secretary 
said that no additional instructions were 
to be sent by him to.the admiral. 
retary of state, however, has been told that 
he is at liberty to forward any instruc- 
tion to the admiral that he may deem nec- 


was ` 


essary, but that if he concludes to do so. 


he must act immediately, as the mail 
steamer leaves the nearest cable point for 
Apia to-day. 

No Occasion for Excitement. 


Members of the cabinet in discussing the 
event said they saw no occasion for publie 
The United States would pro- 
tect her rights, but. until all the facts were 
known it was certain that no aggressive 


steps would be taken. It was further stated `

that on the face of the records the German 
government was not unfriendly to the, 
United States during our war with Spain, : 


and, although certain'German officials may 
have shown a pronounced sympathy with 
the Spaniards, nothing had occurred that 
could officially be a subject of complaini 
that had not been promptly disavowed. 
Under these circumstances, it is pointed 


out, the United States will not be disposed 


to assume in advance of the receipt of 
full information that the German govern- 
ment is solely responsible for the present 
disturbed state of affairs at Apia. Mem: 
bers of the cabinet were not inclined tc 
regard seriously the intimation of some oi 


the German papers that the United States 


should be required to disavow the acts of 
Admiral Kautz. 

The action of Great Britain in ordering 
two more warships to Samoa attracted con- 
siderable attention here, and it was stated 
that if the British ships are so reenforced 
Germany would take similar steps, and 
augment her naval representation in those 
waters, to meet any possible contingencies, 
So far, however, no action looking to re- 


enforcing the United States naval forces | 


there has been taken. Secretary Long was 
informed of Great Britain’s action, but 
said it was his belief that there was ade- 
quate representation of the United States 
now, and that no more vessels would be 
despatched to Samoa unless further im- 
portant developments occur. The Phila- 
delphia, with’ the two British ships, were 
fully able to cope with the Situation, in the 
present light of events. Admiral Kautz 
has not requested any reenforcement, and 
his recommendation, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, would be awaited. 

The view is held in German circles that 
much of the delay in settling the Samoan 
troubles, as well as the grave aspeet the 
matter has assumed, is due to a desire on 
the part of Great Britain to bring about an 
alliance with the United States. 


Most Dangerous Feature. 


The arrest and detention by the British 
naval officials of a German subject is one 
of the most dangerous features of the con- 
troversy. It is said that the consuls of 
the three powers stationed at Apia claim 
extra-territorial jurisdiction, involving the 
right to try the subjects of their respective 
countries for any offenses alleged to have 
been committed. Under this practice the 
German consul, Rose, may demand the sur- 
render of the German subject. If the man 
is guilty, it is considered improbable that 
the British will yield unless upon some ade- 
quate guarantee that he is to be sufficiently 
punished. It is not believed likely that Rose 
will make such promise. It is believed that 
Admiral Kautz, with the cooperation of 
the British, will continue his efforts to bring 
the rebellious natives to terms. Thisis not 
likely to be an easy task, in view of the 
small force at his command, but it is pos- 
sible the British government may accept 
the proposition of the authorities of New 
Zealand to send a regiment of soldiers to 
Apia. No protest thus far has been lodged 
at the state départment against Admiral 
Kautz. 

Ordered to Samoa. 


Sydney, N. S. W., April.13.—The British 
cruiser Wallaroo and the British gunboat 
Goldfinch have been ordered to proceed to 
Samoa. 


SENSATION AT LONDON, 


News from Samoa Causes a Stir in 
Official Circles, 


London, April 13.—The dispatches from 
Apia, Samoa, via Auckland, N. Z., were 
the only news received here of the treach- 
erous attack made by the Mataafans upon 
the American and British naval forces. 
They created considerable sensation in of- 
ficial circles and among the general pub- 
lic. The newspapers sent out large placards 
printed with such startling statements as: 

“British and American forces routed.” 
“German treachery,” etc. 

The heroic conduct of Ensign Monaghan, 
of the United States cruiser Philadelphia, 
particularly appeals to the public. 

The British admiralty has reeeived a dis- 
patch from Capt. Stuart, the senior Brit- 
ish naval officer in Samoan waters, giving 
the news of the death of Lieut. Freeman, 
of the British cruiser Tauranga, in “an 
engagement with the rebels.” 

Beyond this no further details have been 
received. 

The German ambassador here, Count von 
Hatzfeldt-Wildenburg, first received the 
news from a representative of the press. 
He quickly recognized its importance and 
asked’ permission to make a copy of the 
dispatch. He said: 

“This news is indeed grave, and it is un- 
fortunate, too, at this moment that any- 
thing should occur to endanger the ne- 
gotiations for the settlement that we were 
glad to feel would soon have arrived. Of 
course, I cannot discuss the particulars 
given in the dispatch, but the occurrence is 
certainly very unfortunate.”

Indiciment Not Good. 

Watertown, N. Y., April 13.—Justice 
Pardon C. Williams Wednesday night 
handed down his decision in the motion 
made to discharge the indictment 
against Roland Molineux, charged with 
sending poison to Harry Cornish, which 
caused the death of Mrs. Adams, in 
New York, last December. Justice 
Williams dismisses the indictment, on 
the ground that other than legal evi- 
dence was received and considered by 
the grand jury, and directing that the 
case be re-submitted to the grand jury, 
now sitting or to the next grand jury 
that shall sit in New York. 


Illinois Legislature. 

Springfield, Ill., April 13.—The ‘Greater 
Chicago” project, having in view the con- 
solidation of the municipal and county 
governments in that district, was defeated 
in the house Wednesday. That body re- 
fused to give the Newcomer resolution 
the two-thirds majority required by law. 
Likewise the Humphrey resolution which 
had been adopted by the senate providing 
for the submission of a constitutional 
amendment to abolish township organiza- 
tion and the “‘justice shop” system in Cook 
county was defeated. The debate and vot- 
ing aroused considerable feeling and there 
were sharp exchanges between the metro- 
politan and county members. As the leg- 
islature will adjourn Friday, it is not likely 
the measure will come up again at this ses- 
sion.

LECTURE ON MILITARY SURGERY.

“We call ’em spook 
rings for short. They happen now and 
then, and it makes a fellow feel kind 
of queer, especially at night. There 
is an elevator in a business block here 
in town,” he continued, “that began 
last fall to howl spook calls from the 
upper floor. The bell would ring just 
three times, exactly like a man when 
he’s in a big hurry, but when the car 
would go up nobody would be there. 
At first they thought somebody was 
playing a joke, and the boss janitor 
set a watch, without doing a bit of 
good. The spook calls kept up just 
the same. Sometimes they wouldn’t 
be heard in a week, and then again 
there would be fifty in a day. An 
electrician went over the wires four or 
five times, but he couldn’t find a thing 
wrong. The elevator boy got seared 
and quit, and they have had hard 
work keeping anybody in the place. 
The sharp, sudden ring, with two or 
three repeats, sounded exactly-as if 
some nervous fellow had his fingers on 
the button, and after dark it was try- 
ing on the nerves. What made it worse 
was the story that a man had died 
long ago on that upper floor, all alone. 
You know how folks talk. Well, one 
day the janitor happened to notice that 
the spook calls always came just after 
a rain, and that gave him a tip. He 
took another close look at the wiring 
and found a leak in the roof, where 
the water used to come in and wet 
the woodwork. They say that water 
is a conductor, and, anyhow, when the 
wire would shake and touch that. par- 
ticular spot in damp weather it made 
a connection and rang the bell. That 
was the spook. All the other searches 
had been made on rainy days, and 
that’s how they came to miss it. They 
plugged up the leak and the ghost quit 
business.”
